have gotten borrowed Sucks at ſome other Breaſts, and taſted of thbif 
old and natural Fare 3 and, as the three Children in Daniel, they will 
not look upon our King's lordly and gentce! Diſhes, becauſe coming 
through the hands of Supremacy, and a little correed from the firlt 
purity and ſimplicity, by that fine ſpecifick of Prudence, which is cauti-

premacy, aad denying that which they owned upon the Peril of Life, as

2+ Ye ſee, that this is not general and univerſal throughout all the 
Nation, but on this ſide of Tay; and their tacit Conſent is acceptance 
and compliance with us, and for the more peaceable enjoying the reſt of 
the Land. | 

3. That we keep the Seat of our Government from being reſired 
with them, that the young ones coming forward may be brought up in 
our Faith. -—- And to the end that none whom we jultly ſuſpect, thall 
under colour of this our Favour continue to preach Rebellion, Schifm, 
and Hereſy, all are to give Bond into the Council, co..form to the (aid 
Proclamation 3 by which ye, or any that are not blind, may ſee clearly, 
ſeeing we proccls againſt their former PraQtices as ſuch, and. all thoſe 
who will not lay a Confederacy as they have done, whom we grant this.

Favour ſhall fall and die with 
themſelves. And by that determining, that the Prelatick Clergy ſhall 
have the Government in their own hands, and we have them not only 
homologating, and ſubmitting tothe Supremacy, but therein they accept 
the Indulgence according to the forefaid Proclamations, and King's 
Letters, they condemn all the Appearances of their Brethren and them- 
ſelves, in ſuch courſe as we call Rebellion z which is materially all we 
ſeek, tho not formally all that the Prelatick Clergy have granted us. 
And for my part, ſeeing we have them all as in ſo many Fetters and 
Chains, aud can make their own Lands be their Jaylors and Serjeants, to 
bring them in fo, as one is to execute our Laws againſt the other: So 
that we will have not much ado with our ſtanding Forces, except to ſup- 
preſs and (wallow up the difſenting proteliing handful by our violence, 
which-cannot with the other be catched with our pretended Liberty.

And. it-1s 
needful for our ends, the better to blind the Eyes of thoſe that are inter- 
communed, and next go ont to help their Brethren at, - Hoamiltayu, of 
ole to make them the more inconcerned, till, they; ſee- us ſail; thei 
Brethren time about. But next ye ſee the other; Proclamation dated guly 
27. containivg his Majeliy's Indemnity, mentioning the jult Relentments 
we have of the rcb<llious Courſes taken by ſome, in poyloifing the People 
with Principles inconliflent with crue Piety, and all human Safety, there- 
by weakning our Authority: So that we {iy] declare our thoughts of 
former PraQices, and what we require in the future. And, thq, we in- 
demnify ſome of them, Miniſters and Heritors are (till <xcepted 3 and it 
is till upon conditions, that any who gets the Benefit,of .qur Favour ſhall 
ſubſcribe the Bond, not-to lift up Arms, do whit,we will. So that Jye 
ſce what we get not of their Purſes, vve get of their Cdnſciences. Amd 
to ſpeak the plain'truth of it, it was mare to indemnify our dead, lea(t 
the Chaſe may turn, and to put a dath on Duke Hamiltoun's Party, than 
any real Fayours to others.

We fee that former Indulgences have fo conformed the Gentry, and 
for the moſt part of the Nobles, that they are all our kind Fouls, not 
only © b2 Hearers of the indulged, but the moſt part of them, and even 
the prerended ſtrifeſt, and moſt clofe Walkers in Judgment, in reference 
co all the Articles of - Fruth, attended our Army when we fought the Re- 
bels, with their Swords drawn, riding in Battel with the reſt, incorpo- 

rating themſelves wirh us, and have done ever fince, in offering to fup. 
prefs Prezching every wherez yea, would be willing to be at the labour to 
do more violence than we, it we wculd allow Wages proporticnable; 
but yet did more generally compear at our Circui:-Courts, and did wajr, 
attend, convoy again the Lorus of the Circuit, which 15 virtually an ap- 
,proving our ways, 9ur ſelves, our Courts, and condemning our Bre- 
| thren; and ye fee how few Gentlem?n of Quality did adjoin with, or 
approve thoſe in Arms at Bothwell, but generally cried out, cenſured, and

What need we 
bring Mr. Hutchiſon out of the Eaft, and Mr. Alexander Watberbourne out 
of the North, to Irving Presbytery ; and Mr. fobs Bairdie, and Mr. Wil. 
Eceles, to Paſlay Presbytery; and Mr. Violat to Cledsdale, and others : 
for they had: jdle Miniſters a number of their own, who preached not in 
the Fields, Butſo it is, by this mixing, they being generally pitch'd 
upon as Moderators or leading Members, they have not only retormed 
theſe Presbyterics, but have prepared things to our hand, as it is at this 
very day 3 . for tho many of therm did not accept of the firſt Indulgence, 
nor would go, nor dwell in, norbe confined to the indulged Priſons, yet 
for the moſt part they have till confined themſelves to Edenbargh, which 
has gained the moſt part of our Defign, which was from keeping of them 
Com preaching unto the Country: But at Edexbwrgb they preach none, 
or but co twoor three Ladies, that know little what others ſuffer, and 
whom, tho they will not hear the Curats, yet for fear of loſing their 
ERates they will noe'go to'Field-meetings: Fear of their good Name 
hinders them it one, and Eftates in; another 3 all which hath habituated 
them to more Eaſe, and a new Indulgence, eſpecially through the chan- 
ting of. the profcſſing Ladies, who have (o influenced them to a laſſy com- 
plementing, laxe, partizl way in the Matters 'of God, preaching rather to 
the Hummors of, the Hcarers, than home to their Confeieaces 3 and tmariy 
3 time by the Ladies, we plow with cheir Heifers 3 for it is notas it was 
tn the old time, - when the old Laird! was with the Court, and the young 
with the Kirk z but now both old and young are againſt this diſſenting, 
proteſting Party, except a few of the meancſt 3 and all the Ladies for 
moſt part, tho diſfenting from your Prelacy, yet are very fond-upon this 
new Indulgence, and they cry out a: Confederacy with them, otherwiſe 
they muſt be branded. And it is to be feared, that Ladies and others are 
more tobe conſulted than ruling Elders, or the ſuffering Pattyz and that

I aſſure you, our freeing of theſe was a very wiſc a@; for, firſt, 
the People, and many others, both Miniſters and Gentry, would 
never have believed us, nor hearkned to any thing of our Favours, 
if we had kept them 1n. 
Next, their Tongues and Pens would have been more reſileſs in 
it, than now when they are out of it, and done us thuch tnore hurt. 
by their writing and teſtifying againſt the reſt ; Whereas now moſt 
of them three mainly excepted, whom I ever feared, arc the beli Coy- 
ducks could have been gotten ever ſince, to draw in many of the 
wild Mountaineers, eſpecially ſince we have a filver Chain at their 
feet, to draw them where we pleaſe, as to a Priſon. Ana as for 
my part, the blacking Paperto us, and not againſt us, all Circum- 
ſtances conſidered, is a great Conformity, at leaſt, a great Help 
for forwarding our Deſigns; for our ycelding to them, of letting 
them out of Priſon, 1s not a yeelding to the Cauſe whereupon they 
were liberate for, as cunning Fiſhers, we let one Bait go with 
them, that we may the better diſpoſe them for the next, where the 
Hook is carefully hid and indeed we are like to do it, and I pray

we can help it? It muſk be firong Liquor, that not only intoxi- 
cates tham who drink it, but thoſe who ſuck their Byeaſis there- 
after 3 for whercasI expected, that the young ſhould have diſſented 
and proteticd for their Interclt, yet how kind are they all for one 
Tx: , Un. Peace, and that upon any terms» Yea, ye could 
ſcarc. with more of them for ye ſhall hear twenty words for Union 
and P.ace for one word for the Truth, or for theſe perſecuted for 
the Truth, and with a general dillike of Zral, as if blind Zeal, 
exccpt it b: daſh, and ſo well purled with Prudence, as it may 
Meat: the Palates of all thoſe who hear of it. While Biſhop 
Lighionne and others drive this Deſign for us, in pleading tor Un'- 
on and Sobriety, from Love and Sobriety, how bitterly do they 
bark at th:m, and for all their Papers and D-fences, how did 
they thercin ſcorn them, Galliolike, as if both they and the indul- 

ed Brethren were Proof from not only their Threatning, but 
alſo their Favours and Flatteriesz yea, they will not dance to their 
Piping, yet to the ſame Spring, when the Inſtrument is in other 
hands ;. for now how are they who Wrote? The Anſwer to the 
Dialogues, Samſon 1'ke, does more execution for us thay a thouſand z 
{o that I was evcr of that opinion, that a wedge of their own Tim-

Fa!) of ſuch tall Ccdars, Wherefore you ſee our Work is made caly, 
tor when we ewpty their Purles, and by our-quarterings and pri- 
fo:s, have than as fo many Buckets, one going down, its weight 
h;los up another. And ye may Know, when we have impove- 
riſbed ani dividzd a People, it is the caker (uppreſſing and ruling 
them as we will, and they leſs able to refit; yea, how did we 
rake the Cirizens guard their Miniſters. and Brethren to the Scaf- 
fl, apd. got vgly be, Watgeffcs, but Exccuticners of: our Decrees ? 
And axe they,nf! contented, poay Sqals, takcep their Privileges of 
theix 
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their own Guard, than the greateſt of Privileges, by whichic ſeem 
God has left them todo our Drudgeries? For how did the mot# 
part of their Profcſſors, as well as others, muſter, and wait for 
our Orders, watching the Conncil aud City of Edenburgh, and fo 
have them ſworn to our Colours, until we by our other Forces 
{ubdued the Rebels3 yea, helped us to watch, guard, attcnd the 
Priſoners, and to ſet up the Trophies of Victory with thcir Robes 
at the Croſs one hour, and the next hour guarding ſome to ſeal 
with their Blood againſt them, And how are they all generally, 
over all places that we come, at once enchanted with our Favours, 
hanging about our hands, courting us, flittering us, and our Corte 
manders, touching the meaneſt People to ſuch familiarity and corfi» 


pliance, as things leſs fundamental, remote, and not ſo effential (G- 


Salvation. So toconclude, we are now one, and there is no diffe- 
rence amongſt us.
